Soon after Peuslon 


Commissioner Vaspasian Warner enter- 
ed upon the duties of his otllce he dis- 
covered, quite by accident, that certain 
members of what was knowu ai "the 
McLaiie Pennsylvania Regiment" bad 
been granted pensions to which they 
were not entitled. Investigation reveal- 
ed the fact that this organization had 
been recruited at the beginning of the 
.Spanish War by, "Colonel" McLane, 
but that it had never been mustered in- 
to the regular army and had, of course, 
seen no service.' 
Under the Peuslon 


laws there was not the slightest author- 
ity for granting pensions to any of ttie 
members of this purely volunteer or- 
ganization but several were found un 
the pension rolls. 
Further inquiry 


showed that the Board of Review of 
the Pension Office was responsible for 
this violation of the law, but before the 
Pension 
Commissioner had 
verified 


ihe facts to au extent which would 
warrant his recommending the dis- 
missal of the Board, the members all 
handed iu their resignations and they 
were promptly accepted. The investi- 
gation was then dropped and it is not 
charged that the members were guilty 
of dishonesty of purpose but of a wilful 
violation of the law. 


Under a less strict administration the 


Secretary of the Interior would have 
felt it necessary to consult the President 
and probably to inquire what political 
influence was back of the members of 
the board. With Theodore Roosevelt 
President, Secretary Hitchcock knew 
there was no such necessity. A simple 
verification of the charge that these 
men had granted pensions without au- 
thority of law, bad given away a part 
of the public funds without the sanc- 
tion of Congress, the Secretary knew to 
be all thai the Ptesideni would wish 
to know, and that knowing that, he 
would 
immediately 
approve 
the 


prompt acceptance of their resigna- 
tions. It has been a lack of the knowl- 
edgn that the President would turn a 
deaf ear to every political appeal which 
jas led former cabinet officers to deal so 
euieutly with their subordinates as, 
practically, to encourage disrespect for 
.be law and even to pave the way for 
dishonesty. 
And 
the bxity with 


which former cabinet officers have 
treated such "mistakes" Is largely ac-. 
countable for tbe various species of 
'graft" iu toe government service 
which have been brought to light since 
Theodore Roosevelt became the Chief 
Executive. 


The Immensity and intricacy of tbe 


'ederal establishment renders It im- 
jerative tbat every indication of dii 
louesty be probed to tbe bottom and 
hat every 
proven case of .willful or 


careless disregard of the public Inter- 
ests be visited with summary punlsh- 
nent. With the sort of admmisira- 
iou'dealt out by Perry Health, when 
le was First 
Assistant Postmaster 


general, and the laxity of other otll- 
iais of former 
administrations the 


weak kneed 
and the careless grow 


more so and the dishonest 
thrive. 


Vitu that determined effort un tbe part 
f every high official to secure hunest 
and efficient discharge of public duties 
vbirh characterizes the present adiniu- 
stratiou, from the President down, the 
entire federal service Is certain tu im- 
prove in every way and while the pub- 
lic may be somewhat scandalized by 
the exposures ui the ptetent, President 
Roueeveit will leave no heirloom of 
graft and incapacity to be discovered 
and made public by his successors.

rested last eveuiui, charged with the 
embezzlement of over $100,000 ol the 
bank's funds. The arrest of Blgelow 
followed his confession to the board 
of directors of the bank that he waa 
a defaulter to the extent of $1.450,000. 
Following Bigelow'a confession h« was 
removed from the presidency of the 
bank, and the facts in the case were 
laid before the federal authorities. 


The complaint, sworn to by United 


States District Attorney 
Butterfield, 


charges that Blgelow, it president of 
the First National bank, embezzled a 
sum exceeding $100,000. A complaint 
and a warrant, Identical with thoet 
in Blgelow's case, were made out to 
Henry O. Ooll, assistant cashier of the 
bank, but Goll could not be found. 
President Blgelow was taken before 
Commissioner Bloodgood and bail was 
Uxed at $25,000. He was released, to 
appear before the next federal grand 
Jury. 


President Blgelow's confession was 


made at a special meeting of the board 
of directors Saturday evanlnf. 
He 


m«t with the directors Sunday and 
all Sunday night. In addressing his 
fellow-directors, Bigelow said he had 
•to make a confession that be had 
mlidlrected the funds of the bank 
and that an examination of hit books 
mnd a comparison of figures would 
ihow that he was Indebted to the 
bank for more than $1,450,000. 
This 


money, he said, had been lost in specu- 
lation In wheat and stocks. 
Not a 


dollar of It could be recovered and 
th« only sum h* could offer toward 
compensating the bank was personal 
••curitiei valued at $300,000. 


Blgelow had been recognized 
as 


aaong the foremost financiers of the 
•northwest. 
He has been associated 


with the First National bank In var- 
ious capacities for 15 years and his 
'business connections with trust com 
panles. manufacturing concerns, real 
estate dealers and other similar ven 
tures 
numbered scores. 
He 
was 


honored a year ago by election to 
the presidency of the American Bank- 
era' association. 


In making his statement to the 


directors of the bank, Blgelow said 
he had become involved in specula- 
tion in Wall street several months 
ago. 
More recently he had been a 


persistent bull In the wheat market 
and recent losses In grain had been 
added • to heavy 
reverses 
In 
Wall 


street. From small manipulations of 
the bank's funds he had extended the 
defalcations until his shortage had 
passed the million dollar mark. 
He 


saw no possibility of returning the 
monoy and, therefore, confessed his 
actions. 


Funds were at once provided by tne 


directors of the bank to protect de- 
positors against loss and to save the 
bank from a stampede. 
More than 


$1,000,000 was guaranteed to the bank 
by various stockholders and no serious 
run was made on the bank. It is not 
thought that any complications with 
creditors of tfie bank will follow. 


The method adopted was an old one. 


Collection accounts were manipulat- 
ed to the extent of 40 or even 50 per- 
cent to make It appear that the re- 
ierv« fund was Intact, and the amount 
of the Increased collection fund was 
diverted to special stock operations. 
The reserve maintained in eastern 
banks was tampered with, the books 
of the First National being fixed so 
that the reserve appeared to be larger 
by several hundred thousand dollars 
than It really was. These and other 
methods were pursued by Bigelow In 
securing money from the bank. 


In the falsifying of records and the 


manipulation of reserves, Bigelow de- 
clares he was aided 
by 
Assistant 


Cashier Ooll and two bookkeepers in 
the bank. 
These bookkeepers acteii 


on the orders of Bieelow and they 
have neither been discharged nnr sus- 
pended, and they will be calle' as 
witnesses In the criminal proceeding:-: 
against the former hank president. 


Bigelow once was personally rated 


as a millionaire, anil this fortune has 
been lost as well as the sum laKcn 
from the bank. He. has a magnificent 
home on Astor street and his family 
la prominent socially In Milwaukee. 
Bigelow is a member of several clubs. 
He has been a generous donor to 
charity, and has been a favorite with 
nil classes.

be handed back to their own couutry- 
meu, "en masse," ou tbe understand- 
ing that they would not be permitted 
to bear arms again, either against the

further beeu suggested that they should 
be interned by their owu Government 
in districts appointed for the purpose 
under such sujiervlBion that it would be 
Impossible for them to either singly or 
collectively take any further purt lu tbe 
war, without tbeientlre world'being 
made cognizant of this breach of faith. 
In one word, the idea seems to exteud 
to the rank and file of the army tbe 
prerogative of parole, now couflued lo 
commiiwioued officers. 


Parole is a pledge.usually in writing, 


wbereby a captured offlcer.ia consider- 
ation of certain privileges, binds him- 
(elf on his honor, as au officer and as a 
gentleman, to do aud to refrain from 
doing, certalu things stipulated in the 
agreement. 
Paroles are of a varied 


character. 
In certain rare cases the 


officers are allowed to returned home, 
upon promise to refrain from any furth. 
er participation iu the war, aud It was 
on this understanding that General 
feloessel and several hundred of bin of- 
ficers were allowed lo sail for Russia 
after their surrender of Poit Arthur. 
Sometimes, the parole is of a more re- 
stricted nature, and binds officers who 
bavc beeu interned in a certain district 
not to go beyond well-defined boun. 
dries, and to report themselves at stated 
intervals, subject to winch they enjoy 
tbe most complete liberty and absence 
of supervision. Thus, Ilie Itussian of- 
flcers at iMatsuyama. who preferred re- 
maining wilh their men in Japan to re- 
turning home, are allowed the run of 
the district, are pe milted to make ex- 
cursions iu every direction, always on 
the understaiidingtbat they will adhere 
to tneir parole not to go beyond the stip- 
ulated limits. Jt must be horn iu miud 
that the pledge of ihe parole is always 
au individual act, which is purely vol- 
untary, both on the part of the prisoner 
aud 011 the part of the belligerent Power 
which holds him captive. 
That is to 


«ay, uo Government is forced to parole 
prisoners of war. nor can the latter be 
compelled to parole themselves. More- 
over, it is understood that officers can 
only give parole with the consent of 
their owu Government and superiors. 
If these do not (auction the parole.lhen 
the paroled officer is compelled by the 
laws of honor and chivalry to return 
luto captivity, and lo oiler himself up 
once more to theeiiemy, and it is only 
if the latter refuses then to receive him, 
that he in liberated from Insobliirations.
